The Canadian and New York State 


Commissioners are confering together 
in the project for making an "Interna- 
tional Park" at Niagara Falls. They 
have made an examination of the neigh 
borhood and report favorably. If they 
will do away with tho proclivities of 
some people to tumble over the falls, 
kill all the hack drivers, bogus Indians, 
scrub guides, greedy hotel keepers and 
other extortionate nusances, the new 
Park may eventually become a good 
place for picnics and target excursions. 


State Controller Brown's Biennial re- 


port, recently made to the Governor ol 
California shows the finance of 
the 


State to be in a healthy condition. The 
receipts of the State Treasury for the 
two fiscal ycars2ending June 30th, 1879, 
were $7,457, 105 22, and the expend! 
tares $7,339,842 16. The interest-bear- 
ing funded debt of the State is but little 
over three millions o! dollars, while 
there is to show for this sum the State 
Capitol building and grounds and prop- 
erty belonging to the State at various 
other points. 


During the month of September 703 


passengers arrived at San Francisco by 
Hen and 1,208 departed. The arrivals 
from China numbered 172 and the 
departures 555. During the 
same 


month the Central Pacific Railroad car- 
ried 2,003 though passengers bound 
East nnd 2,887 bound West, making a 
total of 5,490 and a net gain to the coast 
of 284. The total arrivals by land and 
sea were 3,592, and the departures 3,811, 
showing a net loss of 219.

Then the country is stronger and better 
beloved, better understood, and better 
served." On another occasion M. Gam 
betta's friend speaks of the advantages 
of universal suffrage, while in a lectur 
given in December last the merits o 
Godefroy Cavaignac are dilated upon

Cavaignac frequently expressed the 
lesire of bearing some music, and a 
hopin was at that time in Paris, th 


dying man wished particularly to hca 
him play. Not knowing the Polish 
musician however there was some diffi 
culty in am>ngiug matters. M. Loui 
Blanc proposed to seek the intervention 
of Georges Sand, but Cavaignac hastily 
observed, "My mother would never con- 
ent to Georges Sand coming here if she 
is to accompany Chopin."

Louis Blanc an-anged the aflfair, a piano 
was introduced into the room, and 
Chopin came. He played a succession 
of Polish national airs, and wound up 
by the "Marseillaise." The effect on 
Cavaignac was prodigious. He raised 
himself up as if strength were restored 
to him, and listened with feverish ani- 
mation. Then suddenly he burst into 
tears, and, falling back on his bed, 
thanked Chopin, exclaiming, "You have 
made me happy; I have just seen France 
cheering the Republic.
